F He was no fooner out of ‘fight, but there entred a young Youth full of mo: 
defty, and looking carefully withhis eyes on the Beholders , went dire@! y 
to that partof the Reome where theCrowne lay, with feme difficulty put ie 
on his head, then traverfing the Roome wrth fome labour and paines a 
little while, he difcharged his head ot its heavy burthen , and salligned 
im saerne te its proper feat, and then his apparition in a moment vas 
nithed. 


After whom, a Lady all in mourning attire, of fad countenance and much 
gravity, with a booke inher handentred the Chamber, who walking de- 
murely tothe upper part of the Roome, put on the Crowne upon her head, 
and then marched fonie few turnes up and downe, with much fadneflz or dif: 
contented Jooks,then repaired where the former a pparitions left the Crowne; 
and there alfo the difpoted of it, inftantly vanithing. 


The nextin order that appeared was a young Lady clothed in ftarely ap- 
parell, cheerfull and lively, who prefently afcended tothe upper part of the 
Chamber, and there with much cheerfulnefle put the Crowne upon her head, 
and afterwards fora pretty fpace of time,with much Majefty and fate, pafled 
Upand downe the Roome, and then gently left the Crowne in the place fhe 
received it,yanithing inftantly out of fight. 


After which, there immediately advanced in the Room anether 4 ppatition,

If E fhould take upon'me to make a relation.of all the particulars 
of my arraignment and attainder , it would but too much prorogue 
your longing expectation ofmy-fhamefail death : Befides, it would 
be needleffe, in refpect I fhould but fay over again what I {aid before 
the Parliament, (and perhaps be as little beleeved , though the terms 
on which I then anfwered, be far different from my atteltation now, 
(that being before my condemnation , and this, after it, ) Befides, 
there were multitudes to catch it, as faftas I uttered it , ( and doubt- 
lefle you fhall have it upon every ftall-book-poft, ) for I have been, 
and whilelt I breath, am, the peftilence which rages through your 
minds, your eftates, and Trades ; and you willbe ready toread the 
bills of your own loffee, though the difeafe that brought the deftru- 
ction be removed. 

Having nothing in this world but alittle breath , which withing 
few minutes is to be expired, I fhould not ufe it to this purpofe, but 
that cuftomeupon’ thefe directions prefcribes my warrant forit :
